Other ves- 
sels have been lost amid scenes of horror that 
will cause them long to be remembered, but at 
the head of lake disasters will ever stand the 
fearful loss of the steamer Lady Elgin, and each 
recarrence of the anniversary of the night of 
Friday, September 7th, 1860, will be long ob- 
served by hundreds of lacerated hearts with 


The schooner Augusta, Capt. D. M. Malott, 
came into our por: early Saturday morning, 
and reported that on the night previous, 
about midnight she had collided with 4 large 
steamer on this lake, a few miles out of this 
city. The Augusta had suffered seriously in
